After the death of J. V. Stalin, 
staking their hopes on a general 
activization of reactionary im- 
perialist forces against the Soviet 
state, L. P. Beria began an in- 
tensified action for the realiza- 
tion of anti-Soviet, treacherous 
plans that-. permitted, within a 
short period, the exposure of L. 
P. Beria and allowed putting a 
stop to their criminal activities: 

Having become Minister of 
Internal Affairs of tye USSR in 
March, 1953, the accused L. P. 
was preparing to seize 
power and began stepping up 
the promotion of participants in 
his conspiratorial group to lead- 
ing posts in the central appara- 
tus of the Ministry, as well as in 
its local organs.

the vote as an expression of con- 
fidence in them. They know, of 
course, that the ILA’s position 
is far from secure. The vote 
demonstrated that if the ILA 
doesn't strengthen its — base 
among the workers with a clean- 
out of at least some of its gang- 
ster elements and a reorganiza- 
tion of its entire machinery on a 
democratic basis,-with free elec- 
tions and encouragement to the 
rank and file to be active in the 
organization, then the AFL will 
win the next contests.

TORONTO, Dec. 27 (ALN).—A 
settlement of the ll-week gold 
mine strike in northern Ontario 
and Quebec was in sight as agree- 
ment was reached with one of the 
strike-bound companies, Hollinger 
Consolidated Gold Mines, Ltd., at 
Timmins, Ont.
